heard of nor ſeen in many Ages paſt,, viz, A Female Infant, 
or more properly two Females joyned in one, ſo much beyond 
the «kill of Art tomake a ſeparation between ; thar all conclude 
them to be two deſtin& Bodies joyned (o firmly in the Womb, 
Back to Back.

thing out of Frame,the very Nipple; chorgh bur ſmall appeari og 
a due number of Ribs and a painting Heart on each left fide, (o 
that all believe notwithſtanding this woudrous ConjunRtion that 
it contains two dividual Sou's ſo wonderful are all the works of 
the omniporent Creatpr, who formed us of Duſt,atd lo tan make 
{1s as it beſt pleaſes him; Bur when the Infant or Infants, which 
you pleaſe, cry, their Voices or Cries ace of the ſefſame note, 
rhough 'cis ſeldome that both heads cry together. The Back: 
being joyned, two Bellies do equally appear, with Navels Bow. 
els and all other things requifice in Nature as Female-Privic,, - 
places of Evacuation avd the like ; fo that there remains no tm 
perteqion to perfect rwo, Females, only their ſtrift conjuntlon 
in one, four Legs likewiſe arein order joyagd and placed, ha- 
ving Toes and Feet proportionable to the preat conſternation 
and amazement of many hundreds who dayly flock thither to 
ſee the monſtrous work of Narure, and admire ſo great a piece 
of curioſity during the time of «the Morhers Travel ſhe was (o 
big and unwieldy, that all concluded that ſhe would. hays two 
Children or T wins at that Birth ; which obſervations and afſeve- 
rations did not altogether fail, though ic happened at a more 
ſtrange rate than was expeCted, the Father of this duplicic or 
double infant, is as it. is averred, no other than a poor honeſt 
laborious mian and takes great pains for the Maintainanceof him- 
ſelf and his Family being a Man of very honeſt Repute, and 
free from all alperſions of Vice or exorbitances, the which as
